THE “BORUSSIA” DISASTER, . 
The following reports of this great dias 
aster are to hand by the American Mail s—« 


A part of the crew of the steamer Borussia, 
from Liverpvol, November 20th, for New 
Urlears, have been landed at Queenstown,

Borussia had 180 passengers, of which 
number 106 embarked at Liverpool and 76 
at Corunna, The crew numbered. 64 men, 
After leaving Corunna, the 24th of Novem 
oer, the” Borursia experlenced — terrific 
weather, aud sprang 9 lek tho Ist of 
December. The ceve ity of the weather 
increasing, the ves] was abandoned on 
the 2nd, abyat 950 miles southwest: of 
Fayal, A panic ooourred among the pase 
sengers and crew.
